Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Corres- 
pondents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other. sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1914, 989 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 142,005 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs 
(Exportation Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made 
under Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, 
whether the Proclamation was made before or after the passing 
of the Act now in recital, be varied or added to by an Order made 
by the Lords of the ( ‘ouncil on the recommendation of the Board 
of Trade: 

And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 8rd day of Feb- 
ruary, 1915, and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland 
Revenue Act, 1879, and Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms 
Act, 1900, and Section 1 of the Customs (Exportation 
Prohibition) Act, 1914, the exportation from the United King- 
dom of certain Warlike Stores was prohibited :

ASSISTANCE AT HARVEST. 

The Board of Trade announce that a large number of offers to 
assist farmers during the corn harvest have reached the Board of 
Agriculture and the Board of Trade. Many of these offers have been 
made by persons who were willing to do harvest work during their 
holidays, but almost all are made by persons who have no actual 
experience of agricultural work. In order to ascertain to what extent 
it is possible to make use of these offers, the County Committees, 
which have been formed by the Farmers’ Associations, have been asked 
to circularise farmers upon the subject. Many thousands of circulars 
have been issued, and the returns received up to the present time 
show no indication that the farmers wish to any considerable extent 
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to make use of the offers in question. It is possible, however, that 
there may be a larger demand for assistance when harvest begins. In 
order that it may be possible to take advantage at short notice of 
offers to assist in the harvest, all such offers should be made to the 
nearest Labour Exchange, the address of which may be obtained at 
the local post office. Assistance can probably be best rendered by 
persons who live in agricultural districts, and are prepared, as an 
emergency expedient, to help in the harvest upon neighbouring farms, 
Farmers who wish to make use of offers of assistance during the 
harvest are invited to give full particulars to the nearest Labour 
Exchange with regard to the number of helpers needed, the period 
during which help is required, the accommodation available, and the 
approximate wages offered. ‘lhe wages and conditions offered should, 
so far as possible, be equivalent, in view of the work done, to those 
obtained by workpeople who are habitually employed in the harvest. 


NAVAL PRIZES. 
Names of Vessels Detained or Captured.

Prize Courts in British Oversea Dominions. 

With reference to the notice on p. 26 of the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of Ist July relative to Prize Courts in British Oversea 
Dominions, the “ London Gazette” of 9th July notifies that as a 
result of proceedings before the Supreme Court of Falkland Islands 
the Argentine vessel “ Pax,” and its cargo, has been condemned. 

The same issue of the “ London Gazette” also notifies that pro- 
ceedings have been instituted in the Prize Court in Gibraltar, in 
respect of a cargo of salted hides ex the vessel ‘ Marta.” 


AUSTRALIA: ENEMY CONTRACTS ANNULMENT 
ACT. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. G. T. Milne) has 
forwarded a copy of the Commonwealth ‘‘ Enemy Contracts Annul- 
ment Act” (No. 11 of 1915) which was assented to on 24th May 
last. This Act provides, inter alia, that in the case of a contract 
concluded with an “ enemy subject,” or any person, firm or company, 
the business whereof is managed or controlled, directly or indirectly 
by or under the influence of enemy subjects (notwithstanding that 
the firm or company may be registered or incorporated within the 
King’s Dominions), any party to that contract may apply to the 
Attorney-General of the Commonwealth for a declaration that the 
contract is or is not an “enemy contract.” If the contract be 
declared an “ enemy contract,” it is thereby declared to be null and 
void,

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NEUTRAL SHIPS AND COMMERCE. 


Italian Decree. 


The ‘‘ London Gazette ’’ of 6th July notifies that the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs has received from H.M. Ambassador 
in Rome the following translation of a Royal Decree, dated 3rd 
June last, and published in the Italian Official Gazette of 15th 
June :— 

ARTICLE I. 

During the present. state of war the Government of the King 
will adopt and enforce the dispositions of the Declaration signed 
at London on 26th February, 1909,* with the exception of 
Articles 22, 24 and 28, and of any modifications contained in 
the following articles :— 

ArticLe II. 


A neutral ship, which according to her papers has a neutral 
destination, and which in spite of the destination indicated on 
her papers is making an enemy port, will be subject to capture 
and confiscation if she is encountered before the end of her return 
journey. 

Articie IIT. 

The destination indicated in Article 33 of the Declaration of 
London will be presumed to be the real one (in addition to the 
presumptions provided for in Article 34) if the cargo is consigned 
to an agent of an enemy State or to order of an agent of an 
enemy § State. 

ArTIcLE LY. 

In spite of the dispositions of Article 35 of the Declaration of 
London, conditional contraband will be subject to capture on 
board a vessel proceeding to a neutral port if the ship’s manifests 
do not indicate the name of the consignee, of if they show 
that the consignee resides in territory belonging to or occupied by 
the enemy. 

ARTICLE V. 

In the cases indicated in the preceding Article 1V. the burden 
of proving the innocent destination of the goods rests with their 
owner, 

Articte VI. 

When the King’s Government learns that an enemy Govern- 
ment is supplying its armed forces by means of or across a neutral 
country, the Ministers of Foreign Affairs and Marine may take 
concerted action to exclude from the operation of Article 35 of 
the Declaration of London all vessels proceeding to ports in such 
countries.

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Decisions of this nature will be published in the Official 
Gazette, and will be enforced until superseded by another decision 
of the same nature. 

For the whole period during which such decisions are in force, 
vessels carrying conditional contraband to ports of such countries 
will be liable to capture. 





INCREASED COMMISSION ON GOLD DEPOSITED 
IN ARGENTINE LEGATIONS. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 476-7 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 20th August last relative to the financial measures 
adopted by the Argentine Government owing to the war and in 
particular to the law (No. 9480) authorising the Argentine Legations 
to accept gold for which the Bank of the Argentine Nation would 
pay out in Argentina an equivalent in paper currency to the person 
authorised to receive it by the depositor of the gold abroad. H.M. 
Minister at Buenos Aires reports, under date 3rd June, that the 
uniform charge of 4 per cent. commission on the gold so deposited 
has been raised by an Executive Decree, promulgated on 2nd June, 
to 2 per cent. The Decree provided that the increased commission 
could only be taken after fifteen days notice, and also authorised the 
Minister of Finance to reduce the commission again to 4 per cent. 
when he considers this expedient. 

H.M. Minister adds that the Minister of Finance immediately gave 
notice that the increased commission should be charged from 19th 
June. (C, 22,443.) 


TRADE MARK DECISION BY THE ARGENTINE 
COURT OF APPEAL: 


Right of Prejudiced Parties (not owners of Trade Marks) to take 
Legal Proceedings. 


H.M. Minister at Buenos Aires has forwarded an extract from 
‘The Review of the River Plate” of 28th May last, the extract being 
a free translation of an article which appeared in the “ Boletin de la 
Camara Sindical de Comercio” of 15th May last. This article 
embodies and comments on a recent decision of the Federal Court of 
Appeal reversing a judgment of the Federal judge in a suit brought 
by the “ Sociedad General Cinematogrffica ” against a Sefior Leopoldo 
Robledo for the nullity of the trade mark “ Eclipse,” among others, 
granted to him by the Argentine Trade Marks Office to distinguish 
cinematograph films. 

Foreign films, remarks H.M. Minister, for the use of which the 
* Sociedad General Cinematografica”’ had contracted, were imported into 
Argentina bearing the mark “ Eclipse.” Senor Robledo applied for 
and obtained from the Courts an order for the seizure of the foreign 
‘ Eclipse ” films imported without his permission, whereon the plain- 
tiff company brought a suit before the Federal Court for the nullity 
of the trade mark granted to Scfior Robledo. 

The plaintiffs based their action on the ground that although they 
were not the owners of any mark similar to that granted to the 
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defendant, they as traders who had been prejudiced by the use of a 
mark which had, in their opinion, been granted contrary to law, had 
a right to defend their interests. 

This action was non-suited by the judge on the grounds that the 
plaintiffs had not registered the mark, nor were they the owners of 
any similar mark, and that in accordance with Article 6 of the Trade 
Marks Law, “T he exclusive property of the mark, as also the right to 
oppose the use of any similar mark which might directly or indirectly 

cause confusion between things which are identified by it, belongs to 
the manufacturer, merchant, or agriculturist who has complied with 
the requirements of the law,” 72.¢,, The Trade Marks Law. This 
judgment was in accordance with the jurisprudence which has been 
established in other similar cases. 

The Court of Appeal has now reversed the Federal judge’s decision, 
thus permitting any trader, whether the owner or not of a similar 
mark, who is prejudiced by the use of a mark given to a third party 
to take legal proceedings against that party.

EXTENSION OF THE MORATORIUM IN PARAGUAY, 


With reference to the notice on p. 241 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 28th January last, relative to the Moratorium in 
Paraguay, H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Asuncién reports the publica- 
tion of a Law which had the effect of extending the operation of this 
measure from 3lst May until 30th June in respect of debts the date 
of payment of which was not specified or which became due before 
14th August, 1914. As regards debts falling due between 14th 
August, 1914, and 3lst May, 1915, the Moratorium of 290 days 


originally fixed has been extended to 320 days after the due date. 
(C. 22,523.) 





TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 


Seychelles.—The Report of the Collector of Customs at Seychelles 
on the trade of the Colony in 1914, states that although the year 
opened well and during the first seven months the outlook was 
excellent and gave every promise of a record trade, the outbreak of 
the European war upset all calculations and conditions were changed. 
Great anxiety resulted and trade was much disorganised, chiefly by 
the curtailment of commercial relations with France, the dislocation 
of the steamer service, and the scarcity of money. During the 
months of August and September the export of copra was at a 
standstill and planters reduced their labour staff, with the result that 
many labourers were thrown out of employment. During the last 
three months of the year, however, the acute conditions felt at the 
beginning of the war became easier and trade gradually moved 
in the direction of normal conditions. 
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The total value of the trade of the Colony in 1914, amounted to 
3,561,551 rupees, as compared with 3,764,144 rupees in 1913. 
Imports accounted for 1,445,608 rupees and exports for 2,115,903 
rupees. 

Germany contributed goods to the value of 9,177 rupees towards 
the import trade, as compared with 11,662 rupees in 1913. The 
principal items of this German trade were chemicals, condensed milk, 
seeds, bicycles, cutlery, enamelled and iron ware, sewing machines, glass- 
ware, haberdashery and paching paper.

Brazil (Paré).—H.M. Consul at Para (Mr. G. B. Michell) reports 
that, with the exception of the failure of the projected Brazilian loan, 
the European war has hardly affected Paré. Although reduced in 
volume and value trade is being carried on upon more sound lines 
than heretofore and if drastic changes, such as the abolition of the 
export duties, the reduction to a minimum of import duties, with the 
accompanying simplification and acceleration of custom-house formal- 
ities could be realised, the immense natural riches and unique advan- 
tages possessed by the Amazon Valley might make the Northern 
States of Brazil one of the most prosperous countries in the world. 

As for the replacing of German and Austro-Hungarian goods by 
articles of British manufacture, this will follow automatically, to a 
certain extent, from the present cessation of communications with 
German ports. A considerable stock of German, Austrian and 
Hungarian goods imported before the war still remains, and in so far as 
they suit the native taste and purse—which British articles do not— 
they will recover their popularity as soon as the war is over. Mean- 
while, American trade is profiting by the opportunity, probably to 
a greater degree than British, No one denies that the British 
goods are superior and, in the long run, cheaper. Any one who 
possesses a British article is proud of it. But it cannot be too often 
repeated that when a merchant has to import an article he has to 
think of (1) its weight, including packing, both on account of the freight 
and because the import duties are generally payable on the basis of the 
gross weight of the package; (2) the terms of payment, long or 
short credit ; (3) the finish and appearance of the article, a showy 
appearance appealing to southern races more than lasting qualities ; 
and (4) caretul but light packing, as much of the merchandise 
imported has to be hen arded to great distances into the interior, 
where weight has again to be considered and the arrival of the wares 
in good condition is also essential. 

Very few travellers for British firms pass through Paré. The 
travellers who have passed through claim that they can hold their 
own against foreign competition and also that in spite of the severe 
depression in trade and lack of money in the Amazon Valley there is 
a good market and plenty of money to be made in a sound business 
way. 

It is futile for British firms to send circulars and catalogues 
to the British Consulate, especially in Spanish, instead of in 
Portuguese, without any further effort to learn the true conditions 
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of the market or to obtain a personal interest in the introduction 
of wares such as is taken by an agent or traveller. At present 
& comparatively small quantity of goods is ordered by Para 
importers directly from the manufacturers. Orders are nearly always 
sent either through local agents or to export firms in Europe, 
who purchase the goods wherever they can to the best advantage and 
have them shipped from the most convenient port. British manu- 
facturers and exporters who wish to secure openings in the Amazon, 
but do not want to send their own travellers, would do well to get 
into touch with export firms who have trade relations with the 
Amazon markets, 

The first effect of the war was to transfer orders from the markets 
of Europe to those of the United States, the imports from which 
country show practically no change in the monthly average 
throughout the year, while those from every other country declined 
to about half what they were before the commencement of hostilities, 
As the year would haye been marked by a serious decrease, even if 
the general monthly average of the earlier months had been main- 
tained, it is evident that the American level was kept up at the 
expense of the other sources of supply. Since the beginning of 
the present year, however, the balance has swung back again, 
and now goods are being brought from and shipped to the 
United Kingdom as before. Though some of the classes of goods 
which were formerly sold by German firms, such for instance as cheap 
hardware, were, at first, obtained from America, they are now being 
imported from the United Kingdom. (A. R. 72.)

China (Hangchow).—The Acting British Consul at Hangchow (Mr. 
H. H. Bristow) reports that United Kingdom firms desirous of 
extending their business in that district would do well to appoint 
agents at some accessible place, Shanghai for preference, stock them 
well with goods and samples, and instruct them to advertise. The 
advertisements or catalogues should therefore state clearly the 
address of the Shanghai agents. ‘Some British firms may care to go 
a step further and send travellers into the country with samples for 
distribution and goods for sale, after the Japanese model. At 
Shaohsing, for instance, Chinese dealers are supplied with medicines, 
china and crockery by two Japanese travellers who proceed in turn 
to and fro between that place and the port of Ningpo, bringing fresh 
stocks every month. It is said that Chinese dealers are able to make 
40 per cent. profit on the medicines thus provided. 

The Acting British Consul has forwarded extracts from Chinese 
newspapers containing advertisements inserted by Japanese and other 
firms, which may be inspected by United Kingdom firms interested 
at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of ‘Trade, 73, 
Basinghall Street, London, E.C. (C.1.B. 32,965.)

Ecuador.—H.M. Consul at Guayaquil (Mr. H. W. Wilson) reports 
that trade formerly done with Germany and Austria-Hungary is now 
being diverted principally to the United Kingdom and the United 
States. The value of the merchandise imported into Ecuador from 
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Germany in 19135 was £321,631. Whilst German manufacturers are 
well represented in I louador, very few British firms are represented as 
they should be in order to secure their share of the import trade. 
H.M. Consul suggests that United Kingdom manufacturers not 
already represented in [Hcuador should endeavour to get into touch with 
a reliable local commission firm, with a view to having their goods pro- 
perly placed before the natives. He suggests that agencies might be 
placed for the following goods :— Cheap jewellery, oilcioth and linoleum, 
glassivare, earthenware, cutlery, enamelled ware, sewing machines, ready- 
made clothing, woollen goods of coarse quality, cement, hardware, sheet 
glass, cheap leather goods, and toys. It is most important that local 
commission agents should be furnished with as complete a range of 


samples as possible. (C.1.B, 35,347.)

Greece (Cephalonia).—The British Vice-Consul at Cephalonia (Mr. 
J. Saunders) reports that with regard to imports from Germany, 
those goods which, it would seem, are made expressly for the markets 
of the Levant, have established a hold on the: market in Cephalonia 
owing in great measure to their cheapness, though they are inferior 
in quality to similar articles from other markets. Cheapness is 
a matter of no small consideration with smaJl markets, especially 
those where consumers of slender means and others from habits of 
economy prefer, as a rule, the cheaper to the dearer article. This hold 
on the market is also due, in some cases, to easier terms of payment 
and to the activity of travelling agents who are furnished with 
samples and price lists based on the metric system. Their goods 
also are faultlessly packed. ‘These agents know one or two languages, 
besides possessing a knowledge of the market, and are thus in a 
position to treat with buyers direct. Orders given to German 
concerns are promptly executed and forwarded at c.i.f. prices to 
their destination, through the Pireeus. (A.R. 49.)

Greece (Zante)—The British Vice-Consul at Zante (Mr. E. G. 
Bonavia) reports that many articles, such as woollen and cotton goods, 
haberdashery, hats, gloves, butter, perfumes, cards, &c., are now 
manufactured in Greece, and although comparing unfavourably with 
foreign goods, are superseding them to a considerable extent 
owing to the heavy import duties imposed in Greece. Notwithstand- 
ing this fact German and Austro-Hungarian competition, which is 
now temporarily stopped, has been very keen of late. On enquiries 
recently being made why German goods, such as cotton and woollen 
stuffs, silks, hempen goods, cordage, crockery, hollow enamelled ware, 
hardware, paper, &c., were so much in evidence in the market, the 
general reply was elicited that although the superiority of the British 
article, of whatever kind, is universally acknowledged, it is found 
difficult to deal with British firms owing to the fact that the trade 
facilities offered by German firms are altogether discountenanced 
by the former. These are long terms of pay rment, prompt despatch 
of goods c.i.f. Zante, compilation of price lists in the Greek language, 
and terms (both as regards money and weights and measures) made 
in accordance with Greek customs. Representatives of German firms 
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know exactly the requirements of the market and not wifrequently 

the custom-house duties in force, which they take into account in 

regulating orders with their customers. 1t must be owned that the 

Germans have the ascendency in the way of securing orders, however 

small, by offering such facilities and endeavouring to satisfy their 

clients in every possible way. (A. R. 49.)

Italy.—The May “ Bulletin of the British Chamber of Commerce for 
Italy ” contains a précis of articles which have appeared in the Italian 
press on the subject of United Kingdom trade with Italy. It is 
stated that the Italian market offers an excellent opening for manu- 
. factured goods which only two countries are able to supply-—the 
United Kingdom and Germany —and, in view of the obstacles in the 
latter’s way, sales will be easier for the former. German penetration 
in Italy represented a masterpiece of ability and patience. German 
firms endeavoured to adapt their goods to the needs of the market, 
and also their prices and terms; they used more especially the effica- 
cious arm of cheapness, to which they united the not less efficacious 
one of easy methods of payment, not only for the articles of direct 
consumption, but also in the larger field of instruments of produc- 
tion. Italian manufacturers desirous of widening out or perfecting 
their plant obtained not only unusual credit terms from German 
firms, but also practical assistance in the mounting and working of 
machinery. 

In 1913 Germany was already reaping the fruits of ber methods; 
in 1895 she held a modest position among the nations exporting to 
Italy ; in 1913, one year before the war, she had attained absolute 
pre-eminence with total sales valued at 693,000,000 lire, leaving the 
United Kingdom behind with a total of only 591,000,000 lire. On 
the outbreak of war British merchants at once thought of capturing 
neutral markets, and amongst these the Italian market, where 
Germany’s hold seemed to be relaxing. ‘he incitement came at the 
right moment, but attempts on the part of British manufacturers 
and merchants have not, so far, been very successful, because they 
have not been able to get over their spirit of conservatism, which 
leads them to persist in commercial customs which are difficult to 
reconcile with the exigencies of the Italian market.

Japan (Formosa).—H.M. Consul at ‘lamsui (Mr. T. J. Harrington) 
reports that although Japan was a participating party in the war 
the effect thereof upon the trade of Formosa must be considered very 
small. 

For one thing there are neither German nor Austro-Hungarian 
merchants or firms on the island ; again, in recent years, German and 
Austro-Hungarian shipping has not been extensive, so that though 
the figures declined greatly this must be regarded as mainly due to 
the general decline of foreign-going shipping. Moreover, German and 
Austro-Hungarian commerce does not bulk very largely even in 
normal years. ‘here has, of course, been difficulty regarding exports 
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held up or interned in German ships in neutral ports, while certain 
orders and contracts for goods from Germany have remained unfilled. 
Making allowance, however, for such incidents as are inevitable in a 
world-wide war, the general disturbance has been very small. 

The import trade declined from £6,212,150 in 1913 to £5,401,490 
in 1914, but exports actually increased, the figures being £5,994,380 
in 1914, as compared with £5,449,040 in 1913. 

With regard to imports practically every country enumerated in the 
customs returns showed a decline. India and the United Kingdom 
showed heavy decreases, as did also the United States, Persia, French 
Indies and Turkey. ‘Ihe exceptional decline of Indian imports was 
mainly in rice, opium and gunny bags. The decrease from the United 
Kingdom was largely in cotton goods, iron and steel goods, locomo- 
tives and wagons, Xc. 

The decline in imports from Japan was spread over a number of 
items of which timber, flour, cement, animals and plants, iron ore and 
sugar were the most important. 

A small increase took place in the imports of locomotives and 
machinery. In the former, British imports had practically no part out 
of some £12,000, which came mainly from the United States and from 
Germany ; in the case of sugar machinery United Kingdom manufac- 
turers maintained their lead, though not so completely as in previous 
"ears. 

' The imports of railway material, mostly rails and fittings, about 

£16,800, came almost entirely from Germany; the United States, 

which had contributed by far the largest share in 1913, disappeared 

entirely from the returns in 1914. (A.R. 72.)

Nicaragua.—'The British Vice-Consul at Managua (Mr. A. J. Martin) 
reports, under date 20th May, for the information of British firms 
contemplating the extension of business relations in Nicaragua, that 
the financial situation in the Republic does not warrant negotiations 
at present. Very little business is done on a cash basis and the German 
chemical firms, who are accustomed to grant very long credits, have 
consequentiy suffered. Until the Moratorium is removed business is 
likely to remain paralysed. (C.1.B. 87,201.)

Persia._— With reference to the notice on pp. 632-3 of the ‘“‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 3rd December last, relative to parcel post 
imports into Persia, and the apprehended closing of the parcels post 
route to Meshed vig Askabad, H.M. Commercial Attaché at Petrograd 
(Mr. H. Cooke) reports that the ‘“‘ Torgovo-Promyshlennaya Gazeta ”’ 
(Petrograd) of 27th May/9th June publishes the following further 
information in connection therewith :— 

As is well-known, the free passage in transit through Russia to 
Persia of foreign parcels, increasing in number from year to year, is 
a serious danger to Russian trade interests in Persia, as in the guise 
of small parcels foreign goods, mostly German and Austrian, were 
thus despatched in enormous quantities. With a view to diminishing 
this traffic, the Council of Ministers in 1913 empowered the Minister 
of Finance to take the necessary steps to close the Julfa and Askabad 
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Customs against such parcels despatched in transit through Russia. 
These measures, however, were not carried out in consequence of 
certain difficulties of an international character. At present, owing 
to the war, the despatch of parcels from Germany has ceased 
altogether, while the number of similar parcels from Sweden and 
Norway, containing presumably German goods, and following the 
same route, has increased very largely. In view of the above, the 
Ministry of Commerce has found it desirable to submit once more for 
consideration the question of closing the Julfa and Askabad routes 
for such transit parcels for which purpose an Inter-Departmental 
Conference will meet in the near future at the said Ministry. 
(C, 22,813.) 





CUSTOMS MEMORANDA, 


Import Duties and Regulations. 


Customs Memoranda have been issued by the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Branch of the Board of Trade relating to the industries which 
have been dealt with in the Exchange Meetings of manufacturers and 
buyers recently held at the Foreign Samples Section of the Branch, 
32, Cheapside, London, H.C. The industries referred to were :— 


(1) Toys. (6) Jewellery and haberdashery, 
(2) Earthenware, china and (7) Electrical apparatus, 
glassware. (8) Cotton piece goods. 
(3) Fancy goods. (9) Paper and stationery. 
(4) Electro-plate, cutlery and (10) Hardware.

SEA-BORNE TRADE OF MADRAS IN 1914-15. 


The following particulars respecting the sea-borne trade of Madras 
Presidency during the year ended 3lst March, 1915, have been taken 
from the report of the Officiating Collector of Customs at Madras :— 

The aggregate value of the sea-borne trade of the Presidency was 
nearly 48,68,00,000 rupees, showing a decline of 9,48,00,000 rupees 
or more than 16 per cent. as compared with the aggregate of 
1913-14. 

The total imports from foreign ports from April to the end of July, 

1913, which may be taken as normal, amounted in value to 5,51,39,000 
rupees, whereas from April to the end of July, 1914, there was an 
increase of 4 per cent. on that figure. From August to March, 
1913-14, imports were valued at 10,84,07,000 rupees, whilst in the 
corresponding period of 1914-15 they fell to 6,80,03,000 rupees, a 
decrease of 4,04,04,000 rupees. From this it will be seen that, as 
a result of the war, trade from August, 1914, onwards was much 
below the average. 

The values of some of the principal items in the import trade in 
the years ended 3lst March, 1914 and 1915, are shown in the

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ECONOMIC CONDITION OF CUBA IN 1914. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial” (Havana) of 19th May publishes the text of 
the President’s Message at the opening of the new session of the 
Cuban Congress, from which the following particulars are extracted :— 

In spite of the serious difficulties which have arisen, both 
economically and financially, in Cuba owing to the European war its 
effect has not been so keenly felt as in most countries of the Western 
Hemisphere. ‘Thanks to the energy and decision of the producing 
classes and to the advantageous prices realised for sugar which thus 
stimulated the principal industry, there would, said the President, be 
comparatively little difficulty in overcoming the financial troubles 
which have arisen owing to the decreased imports and the consequent 
falling-off in Customs revenues, as well as the depression which has 
affected the various industries. The conflict which has disturbed the 
entire world since last August is followed with profound interest by 
Cuban citizens, inasmuch as the principal belligerents are in intimate 
commercial relations with Cuba. 

Apart trom the effect of the war, however, conditions have not been 
as favourable as could be desired. ‘The sugar harvest was retarded 
considerably, through the abundant rains which fell in November, 
December and January. Consequently, the working population, 
especially the rural, who practically depend for their existence on 
their work in the sugar plantations, remained inactive in the towns 
and villages, and the lack of money prevented the life and business 
animation usual to harvest time. The Treasury has suffered, as is 
natural, from circumstances so adverse; as revenue is mainly raised 
by indirect taxes, such as customs dues and the taxes on alcoholic 
liquors, &c., the lack of money among the working population has 
especially affected the State receipts. 

The import statistics explain the shortage of customs revenue. 
During the year 1914 the value of the merchandise imported, 
excluding specie, was 118,202,963 dols., as against 140,132,493 dols. 
in 1913, a difference of 21,929,530 dols. In the period July- 
December, 1914, the import trade amounted to 58,213,559 dlols., of 
which Germany’s share was 1,459,949 dols., as against 4,701,596 dols. 
in the corresponding period of 1913, while France sent goods to the 
value of 1,654,110 dols., as compared with 3,959,601 dols. in July- 
December, 1913. 

It is satisfactory, however, to observe that as regards exports, 
owing to the high prices fetched by sugar in the second half of the 
year and to the general development in production, there was a con- 
siderable increase. In 1914 the value of exports amounted to 
174,535,447 dols., as compared with 164,611,059 dols., an increase of 
9,924,388 dols. In the second half of the year exports amounted to 
69,578,487 dols., as against 65,172,681 dols. in the period July- 
December, 1915.

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TRADE OF CANTON IN 1914. 
The Acting British Consul at Canton (Mr. J. W. O. Davidson) 


reports that although Canton has been as little affected commercially 
as any place, the first effects of the declaration of war were severe. 
Banks immediately restricted credits, and business practically came 
to a standstill. Firms were not inclined to undertake fresh responsi- 
bilities until they could form some estimate of the result of war 
on trade, and the extra cost of war insurance was sufficient to kill 
business in many articles sold on a commission basis, such as paper, 
on which the margin of profit is small. Helped by the low rate of 
exchange, the silk trade, on which the foreign prosperity of the port 
largely depends, was fortunately amongst the first to recover, though 
naturally only partially. The reduction of war insurance enabled 
business generally with the United Kingdom to be resumed, and 
though trade with the Continent is moribund for the time being 
America has been a larger customer than usual. In many cases 
German firms were unable to fulfil contracts, and in some instances 
these were placed elsewhere, notably some for electric plant in Canton. 
Trade in paper and munitions of war—before the war largely in the 
hands of German firms—has been successfully taken up by British 
firms. While this is satisfactory in itself, there is no certainty that, 
unless special efforts are made, the trade will not revert to Germany 
at the end of the war. 

The gross value of the trade of Canton for 1914 was £14,542,716, 
a decrease on 1913 of £2,686,913. Part of this large decrease was due 
to the drop in exchange, the difference in Haikwan taels being only 
7,499,435. In spite of the low rate of exchange foreign imports with 
a gross value of £4,802,435 showed an increase of over £400,000, a 
large proportion of which was accounted for by the increased value of 
the opium imported. ‘The following table shows the gross and net 
values of the trade of Canton for the years 1912 to 1914 :—*

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Trade of Canton in 1914. 

The provincial paper currency question, which was referred to in 
the Consular Report on the trade of Canton in 1913, was satisfactorily 
solved during the year by the Quintuple Group in Peking advancing 
the Central Government £1,000,000, which enabled the latter to 
redeem all notes previously issued in the Province. ‘The redemption 


was successfully and expeditiously carried out in July at a rate of 


half the face value of the notes. All the old notes, amounting to 
32,000,000 dols., have been burnt and Bank of China notes put in 
circulation—to a limited extent—to replace them. While no return 
of the silver reserve against note issue is published, no serious de- 
preciation can take place without calling into question the standing 
of the Bank of China, which has the backing of the Central Govern- 
ment. One currency question still remains. Owing to the profit 
made by the mint, large numbers of subsidiary coins are turned out 
every year with a consequent depreciation in value. ‘hus, while a 
silver dollar is worth nominaliy 100 c., it generally passes for 106 c. to 
110 c. and a Hong Kong dollar note from 112 ¢. to 122 ¢. The flue- 
tuations in value are said to be due to the manipulations of native 
money changers, but this hardly seems a sufficient reason. Business, 
at any rate, can only be carried on, as far as foreigners are concerned, 
on a cash basis and in Hong Kong currency. 

The most serious floods for the past 80 years occurred in June, 
when the West River rose 70 feet above winter level at Wuchow. 
The dykes lower down were unable to stand the strain in many places, 
and gave way, causing widespread inundations. ‘Though the loss of 
life was probably exaggerated, over 1,000,000 people were said to 
have been left homeless for the time being, and distress everywhere 
was severe. Crops in the inundated districts were ruined; the 
mulberry trees were seriously damaged and the silk crop restricted. 
The work of repairing dykes has been left largely to local effort, and 
is by no means completed. Much therefore depends on the state of 
the river in the present year. One result of the floods has been 
to draw attention to the question of river conservancy. A director 
of river conservancy has been appointed by the Central Government, 
and he has recently made a tour of inspection with the Engineer-in- 
Chief of the Whangpoo Conservancy Board. Lack of funds, how- 
ever, is likely to prove a bar to the undertaking of river conservancy 
works on a large scale. (A.R. 63.) 





TEXTILE TRADE OF JAPAN IN 1914. 


The following information regarding the textile trade in Japan in 
1914 has been received from H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama 


(Mr. EK. F. Crowe, C.M.G.):— 
Cotton and Cotton Goods.— ‘The value of the imports of raw cotton 
into Japan in 1914 was £22,355,600, a decrease of £1,493,000 as 


compared with the previous year. 
The Indian contribution made a small advance, but otherwise all 


the supplying countries lost ground. ‘That it was the war which was

chiefly responsible for the falling-off is clear from the fact that at the 
end of July, 1914, the figures for the seven months showed an 
advance of 467 tons and £303,890 over the corresponding period 
of the preceding year. Shortly after the outbreak of hostilities 
the price of cotton fell considerably, both in Indian and American, 
but the hands of cotton men were so tied that they could not avail 
themselves of the opportunity which offered itself. Later on, 
however, they received liberal financial assistance which enabled 
them to cover their requirements. The collapse of exchange arrange- 
ments between London and New York rendered the settlement 
of purchase accounts in America far from easy, but by buying silk 
bills in Japan and sending them to New York funds were obtained 
wherewith to pay for American cotton. Exchange with India was 
much more difficult to arrange, but the problem was at last solved, 
and from November onwards ordinary conditions prevailed. 

The following table shows the country of origin and the quantity 
and the value of the imports of raw cotton in 1913 and 1914 :—

Imports of cotton yarns and cotton threads.—Cotton yarns, which 
were at one time one of the leading imports into Japan, are now 
quite negligible owing to the development of the local spinning 
industry. Sewing cotton is still imported to a considerable extent, 
and the figures for 1914 were about £25,000. 

Imports of cotton textiles.—The imports of cotton textiles in 1914 
amounted to only 24,733,000 square yards, valued at £536,900, as 
compared with 50 157,500 square yards, valued at £1,029,400 in the 
previous year. This falling-off cannot be ascribed to the war because 
orders for most classes of cotton goods for Japan are placed in the 
first three months of the year for shipment between June and August. 
‘The main reason is the great development that has taken place, year 
by year, not only in the quantity but in the quality of the output of 
cottons in Japan. Lancashire must, therefore, prepare to lose certain 
parts of this trade, even though improvements may be possible in 
other sections. Cotton Italians and Venetians, umbrella cloths, 
cotton velvets, white shirtings and Victoria lawns are the only 
promising lines left, but the importation of velvets and Italians was 
overdone in 19138, and large stocks had to be carried over into 1914, 
so that even in these directions the falling-off was considerable. 

Unfortunately orders were not booked at all plentifully during the

early months of 1915, so that the prospects are none too promising, 
but perhaps it will be a good thing for the trade if the lull in im- 
ports affords an opportunity of clearing off some of the stocks which 
have been lying in importers’ go-downs for a long time past. 

The only effect of the war on the cotton textile trade, as far as can 
be gathered from firms connected therewith, was a slight speculative 
advance in prices of about 5 per cent. at the time when uncertainty 
existed as to whether future supplies would be forthcoming. Most 
of the cotton contracts were based on old arrangements and contained 
no provision as to war risks. ‘he Japanese buyers united together 
and took a firm stand, so that in the end the importers had to give 
way and bear the cost of the risk themselves. 


Exports of cotton yarn.—There was again a large advance in 
the export of cotton yarn, and although for a brief time the cotton 
spinners were afraid that the war might upset their business, thus 
making them appeal to the Government for assistance, things turned 
out quite well for them, and the spinning companies have nearly all 
been able to pay good dividends, while their shares stand higher than 
they did a year previously. The export figures for 1914 were 
220,387,900 lbs., valued at £8,019,100, as compared with 181,401,000 
lbs., worth £7,247,600, in 1913. As usual, practically the whole 
amount went to China, Hong-Kong and the Kwantung Province of 
China. Of the balance India and the Philippines took £100,000 
each. ‘The bulk of the exports was in yarns under 20’s, and there 
was only a trifling advance in the finer counts. 


The following table, compiled from the returns of the Cotton 
Spinners’ Association, gives an indication of the development which 
has taken place in the industry during the past year, the decrease in 
the number of companies being due to certain amalgamations :—

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Exports of cotton teatiles.—The total increase in the export of cotton 
textiles was not very large, the figures being £3,430,600 in 1918 and 
£3,556,700 in 1914, but the gain would have been much greater if it 
had not been for the period of uncertainty which followed on the out- 
break of war.

Woollens.—Jmports of wool and wool tops.—The imports of raw wool 
in 1914 amounted to 8,196,304 lbs. of tops, valued at £979,400, and 
12,635,649 lbs. of other wool, valued at £529,800. These figures 
showed a small decrease as compared with 1913, but the position would 
have been different if it had been possible in the early stages of the 
war to make arrangements as regards financing shipments from 
Australia. The prohibition of exports from the United Kingdom also 
had a great effect. A remarkable feature was the increase in the 
imports of raw wool from China from 1,025,986 lbs. in 1918 to 
4,572,833 lbs. in 1914, the values being £29,600 and £135,700 
respectively. 

The mousseline mills, which are the chief purchasers of tops, had 
over-estimated the demand, and at the beginning of the year they 
found themselves in considerable difficulties. The woollen mills were 
also none too well situated, but the war proved extremely beneficial 
to them as they secured very good orders from the Russian 
Government, and their requirements of wool will be considerable for 
some time to come. 

Imports of woollen and worsted yurns.—This 1s one of the lines 
which has been very seriously affested by the war. Up to the end 
of July the imports amounted to 2,311,734 lbs., valued at £318,100, 
or 1,745,804 lbs. and £241,600 less than for the corresponding period 
of 1913. By the close of the year the falling-off amounted to no less 
than 4,149,400 lbs., valued at £597,100. This is only natural, for 
these goods come almost entirely from Germany, Austria-Hungary 
and France, the United Kingdom’s share in 1913 being a trifling 
54 per cent. After war was declared the only supplies forthcoming 
were those already en route, and many of these were temporarily held 
up in interned ships. 

The result of the cessation of imports is that Japan is trying to 
increase home production, and mills are working at full pressure, but 
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there are some an such as serge yarns which it is said cannot 
be spun satisfactorily in Japan. A rather remarkable feature has 
been a small export of woollen yarns to the United Kingdom. 

Imports of woollen and worsted goods.—The statistics with regard 
to imports of woollen piece-goods do not show any great falling- 
off, and the fact that even after July a large amount of German goods 
was received is shown by the following table :—

Business was not satisfactory on the whole as, on account of the 
general depression, men of the class who wear foreign clothes had to 
cut down their expenses and economise in clothing. ‘The result has 
been that importers carried over considerable stocks, but the prospects 
for the future seem promising. The Japanese manufacturers will all 
be busy with Russian orders, and as they have been unable to pur- 
chase special kinds of yarns, the competition from them will not be 
severe. On the other hand, orders submitted for delivery in the 
autumn of this year have to a large extent been refused by United 
Kingdom manufacturers, who, being very busy, have asked high prices 
and long deliveries. This should mean that arrivals during the 
coming season will be small and there will be a good opportunity 
to clear stocks which have been congesting the market, thus bring- 
ing about a much healthier state of affairs. 

Exports of drawn work.—The exports of drawn work showed a slight 
recovery as compared with 1913, but they remained a long way behind 
the 1912 figures, and it looks as though America, which is the chief 
market for this class of work, had definitely taken to purchasing very 
much cheaper qualities than in the past. ‘The material used is now 
generally Japanese cotton, and the imports of linen and unions from 
Belfast have dropped from 3,500,000 square yards in 1912 to 1,355,000 
square yards in 1914. ‘The falling-off in linens is naturally ascribable 
to the change in American taste, but H.M. Commercial Attaché is in- 
formed by leading firms in this trade that the reason why they have 
been compelled to use Japanese cottons instead of British union is 
that they are frequently disappointed in the date of arrival of the goods. 
As this is a seasonal trade it means that the goods, if late, have to be 
carried over to the ensuing year, with consequent heavy charges for 
storage and interest. (A.R. 50.)

Proposed Government over by the Assistant inister for trade an 
eesiiatamen Industry, the question of the Government 
subsidising gold dredging in the Urals and 
Siberia, in view of the vital necessity of increasing the output of gold, 
was dealt with. It appears that the Government is contemplating 
voting a large sum of money to be devoted to prospecting alluvial 
ground and to the erection of up to 300 dredges in the Urals and 
Siberia. 

According to the Government proposals, the new dredges are 
to be built as far as possible in Russia; the advantage of this would 
be that the peculiarities of the ground to be dredged could be thorough- 
ly studied and the recovery and treatment of the gold would probably 
be more thorough than would otherwise be the case. [or the full 
realisation of such an undertaking as the construction of 300 dredges 
a great deal of time and money will have to be expended in locating 
the necessary gold deposits; thus for 300 dredges, allowing for a 
ten-year life for each dredge and taking the minimum quantity of 
3 pouds (about 1,713 ozs.) to be washed annually by each dredge, 
9,000 pouds, or 5,139,000 ozs. of gold weuld have to be located. 
However, even allowing that only 30 dredges will be constructed 
within the next two years and one-third of these in the Urals, an in- 
crease in the output of gold in the Urals of 20 per cent would result. 

Instructions have been issued to the Government district engineers 
by the Assistant Minister for Trade and Industry to obtain the 
fullest data possible in regard to gold dredging in their particular 
districts, and a final meeting is shortly to be held at Kkaterinburg 
prior to the Minister’s departure for Petrograd, where it is expected 
that definite steps will be taken to further the project. (0.1.B. 35,467.)

YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


CHINA, 


H.M. Consul-General at Shanghai (Sir KE. D. H. Fraser, K.C.M.G.) 
Piece Goods reports that the principal business of the port: is 
T undoubtedly concerned with the import of cotton 
yay iece-goods. The import in tl 1905 reached 
Shanghai in 1914, P'0Ce-8000s. The import in the year 1900 reache 
the splendid total of 22,000,000 pieces and, when 
the following year showed a consumption of 18,000,000 pieces, it was 
hoped that these figures furnished a clue to the consuming power of 
the market for the future. ‘The disturbances created by revolutions, 
the collapse of the rubber boom, and the outbreak of the European 
war have resulted, however, in a continued decrease. The year 1913 
showed a slight recovery with nearly 16,000,000 pieces, but the 
figures for 1914 were under 14,000,000 pieces ; of these 12,000,000 
pieces were British, against 13,500,000 pieces for the preceding year ; 
America accounted for 333,333 pieces, and those from Japan were 
the only ones showing an increase, with 500,000 pieces as compared 
with 300,000 pieces in 1913. 

A feature of the Shanghai market is the fact that a large propor- 
tion of the piece-goods are disposed of at auctions, 324 per cent. being 
dealt with in this way during 1914. These goods are sold without 
reserve, payment being made within three weeks of purchase. In 
view of the fact that so large a proportion of the trade is conducted 
in this manner, the entire market tends to take its tone from the 
auctions. If once they are suspended the whole piece-goods trade of 
China—so far as it is dependent upon Shanghai—comes to a stand- 
still, and such suspension is an infallible test of unrest and disorgani- 
sation. During the revolution of 1911-12 the auctions ceased for 
17 weeks, the longest stop in the record of the trade, whilst the 
second revolution caused a suspension of eight weeks. It is, there- 
fore, interesting to note that, although prices were considerably 
affected and business was very weak until the middle of December, 
the auctions ceased for only one week (27th August, 1914) as a result 
of the war, and that the Chinese dealers did not repudiate any of the 
cargo which had been purchased before the war. 

lt cannot be claimed that 1914 was a good year for the piece- 
goods trade. Large stocks; lack of confidence, which prevented 
the Chinese banks from financing dealers—consequently restricting 
trade and resulting in an abnormal accumulation of idle money in 
the foreign banks in Shanghai ; a drop in exchange, and the fall in the 
value of raw cotton from 7°66d. per lb. on 28th May to 4°38&d. per lb. 
on 17th December, all militated against a successful trading year. 
The Japanese were strongly in evidence in the white shirting and 
grey jean sections. Very little was heard of Russian prints during 


the year. (A.R. 69.)

The Acting British Vice-Consul at Rostov-on-Don (Mr. V. Edwards) 
has forwarded, under date 26th April, the following particulars 
regarding the condition of the grain crops and the wool supply in the 
Don Territory and the Northern Caucasus :— 


The condition of the winter crops of both wheat and rye in the Don 
Territory and Northern Caucasus is_ generally

—tena owing to the mild winter the crops had but little 
Satienen snow covering, practically no damage was suffered 
from the frosts. Owing to the withdrawal of 
labour for military service there is an appreciable decrease in the 
area under winter grain. 
Spring sowings were completed under favourable conditions, and 
the weather since has been suitable. (C. 22,279.) 


Owing to the mild conditions which prevailed, the sheep in the Don 
;' Territory and Northern Caucasus came through 
won Cap Fogets o,, aioe very well ; little sickness was notice- 
in Don Territory = able, and fleeces are reported to be in excellent 
- werthera condition. Scab was rather more prevalent 
— than usual on account of the dampness of the 
atmosphere, but this failed to affect the quality of the wool. Clipping 
was expected to have started towards the end of May, and a yield at 
least equal to that of last year is expected, while the greasy wool will 
probably be better and lighter than the 1914 clip. 
High prices are anticipated, but at the time of writing there was 
very little forward business being done owing to the demand expected 
from the Government. ° (C, 22,279.) 


The ‘* Bulletin des Halles” (Paris) of 7th July states that all avail- 
able information points to very favourable prospects 
— rig for the "ae sgh this aie, The latest 
—- official reports indicate that on 28th June the 
general condition of the Russian grain crops was above the average.

NETHERLANDS.

FRANCE. 


H.M. Consul at Brest (Mr. A. J. Ogston) reports, under date 5th 
July, that according to reports from St. Pol de 
vagetanse mares a the despatch “of tne. sar from that town 
me Deittany. bad recently assumed great importance, as many 
as from 25 to 30 and even 40 wagons being eent away from the rail- 
way station daily. Prices are about 16 to 18 frs. (about 12s. to 
13s. 6d.) per 100 kilogs. (about 220 lbs.) for ordinary sizes, and, 
exceptionally, 20 frs. for very fine ones. 

Rates for potatoes remain at about 8 to 9 frs. (about 6s. to 
Gs. 9d.) per 100 kilogs., but possibly prices may soon rise, as 
the plants, in some districts, have been attacked by disease, and the 
roots are commencing to rot. ‘The shortage of labour and of the 
necessary articles for treating the plants renders difficult any ettica- 
cious steps to deal with the diseas se. (C.1.B. 35,713.) 
According to the ‘ Bulletin des Halles” (Paris) of 10th July the 
rains which fell at the end of June were very 
beneficial to the French crops generally as they 
were beginning to suffer from the drought. 
Cereals, particularly oats, bariey and wheat, are satisfactory and of 
good quality, and an early harvest is expected. Field crops have 
also benefited by the rain though some cases of mildew have been 
noted amongst potatoes. In certain districts heavy rains beat down 
the grass and hindered hay-making. The grape vines look very 
Hourishing, but in a number of districts, especially in the Midi, the 
vines have been affected by mildew and insect pests. The prospects 
for the fruit crop are good, but not quite so good as they were in 
May. ‘There is every prospect of an abundant crop of cider apples.

The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries have received a report, dated 
Crov i 21st June, from H.M. Consul at Portland, Oregon, 
mop Crop 2 stating that the hop crop for the State of 
weensngten Washington is expected to be about 45,000 bales, 
and Oregon. which is slightly less than last year, while that of 
Oregon is expected to be from 130,000 to 160,000 bales, or slightly 
larger than last year. ‘The hops were growing very well, the weather 
having been favourable, but aphides had appeared in a few places. 
Opening prices for the coming crop had been in some cases as high 
as 64d., but at the time of writing were steady at from 5d. to 54d. 
er lb. Very little of last year’s crop is said to be left in growers’ or 


dealers’ hands.

BRAZIL. 


H.M. Consu! at Para (Mr. G. B. Michell) reports that no timber was 
exported from that district during the year 1914. 
There are, however, vast quantities of very valuable 
woods which would no doubt constitute a paying 
trade if they were better known abroad, such as massaranduba and 
Jardina for railway sleepers. The former is also ‘suitable for heavy 
and lasting constructions such as the under bodies of trucks or tram- 
ears. Piguid and Acapi are suitable for building purposes, the latter 
being especially good for floorings. Cedar, Freyé, Pau roxa, Muir- 
apiranga and Pau amarella might be used for joinery and cabinet 
work. Marapaiba, similar to white pine, is a close grained wood, 
very light and never attacked by insects. It would also do well for 
sontiaiie, Mata maté is a splendid timber for piling or any work 
underground or in water. Some very fine ornamental woods also 
exist which are well worth attention.

An output corresponding to the above estimate, 
however, is looked for provided there is no further unseasonable

H.M. Consul at T'amsui (Mr. T. J. Harrington) reports that the latest 
official returns of the sugar mills in operation in 
Formosa gives the total ‘of modern style mills as 
36, with a crushing capacity of 27,070 tons per 
day. ‘There are also 39 old mills with a crushing capacity of 3,190 
tons per day, besides 220 old native mills of unknown but small 
capacity. 

The area of fields under sugar cane during 1914 was 215,198 acres, 
producing on an average (estimated) 143 cwts. of sugar per acre. 

Early in 1915 shipments of refined sugar were made to Hong-Kong 
which, however, were probably intended for re-export elsewhere. 
While the war doubtless gave an impetus to this export, it is only 
the realisation of hopes long existing, and efforts will not be spared 
to maintain a position in foreign markets. (A.R, 72.)

Prosperity in Pittsburg is said to be on a par with the best days of 
the year 1907. This is evidenced by the large amount of money 
being paid out in -wages to the 75,000 workmen engaged in the 
manufacture of steel, electrical apparatus, and every accessory of steel. 

Three new chemical plants are to be erected by a Pittsburg com- 
pany representing an outlay of 12,000,000 dols. ‘The produc tions of 
these new plants are stated to be of a varied character ; most of them 
will be commodities and ingredients hitherto manufactured mostly 
abroad, but the importation of which has been cut off almost entirely 
by the war in B jurope. One plant will produce 20 tons of synthetic 
alcohol daily, another, 16 tons of nitric acid, and the third will be 
confined to the production of the more refined chemical products 
of benzol. (C. 22,241.)

A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 


limited period.
